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INTRODUCTION. 



So mnch of the cfaarm of ETongetine is derived 
from the very fiiandatUMi d the namtive — the 
■iinple digii% aftd eomestnew of the charactfflv, 
and the deep leligions bme of the interest, that it 
may be acceptable to the reader to give the hie- 
tvnical &ct which haa inqdied k> exqmaito an 
ideal picture. There are many, doubtless, who 
have never read the emel Btory, and snoh -will be 
glad to see it in a few worda, condensed from the 
beat authority on the sabjeot. The hiatorical ac- 
curacy of the poem enhances its bean^. The 
&ot, as given by HaUbnrtaoi in his History of 
Nova Sootia, is, in brief, as fidlows : 

Bome dispnte existing between the English and 
the^ French, respecting the territorial Hmits of 
both parties ; the region abont Hudson's Bay, and 
th« provinee of Acadie, since called Nova Scotia, 



to settle the matter, were ceded to Great Britain, 
in 1713. 

Acodie was inhabited bj an excellent French 
population. When these good people ibnnd their 
country yielded to Ei^fand, and diemselTes no 
longer snhjects of the French king, they were 
grieved to be forced to acknowledge another 
master. They knew that the French and English 
were hostile to each other, and they dreaded to be 
compelled, aome time or other, to take up anno 
agunat Frenchmen ; they, Uiere&re, ttitreated 
the English that they might neror be forced to so 
painfdl a aervioe, and might be excused from 
taking the oath of allegiance. 

This request received no special attention, but, 
for a time, a kind forbeaiaoce was ezerciBed to- 
wards the m . After a poiod of fbr^ yeaia, the 
English government came to tl>e oonclosioo that 
these neatml French, as they were called, might 
become dangerous to their interests by taking part 
with the Canadian French, th^ active enemies. 
On account <^ this presumed danger, without the 
least alleged provocation, or the least show of 
justice, they tocdc upon themaelves to drive out of 
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their poaaeasioiiB thu peaceable, pcogpcroos, and 
uno^nding people. 

The Aeadimifl had do warning of their &te. 
At harrest^^ime &ej -were (ttdered to aaMmble in 
a certain district, and being collected, vere in- 
StnueA they v&ee priionras, — that thdr l&ndB, 
cattle, and moveaUee were no longer tlieir own, 
but ware o^ifiscated hj gorenunent, — that tlwj 
mi^t take what they could amvey away, but 
muit ifBinedi^ly quit the provinoe. 

In OHO nngle district, two hundred and fifly- 
five honsM, aa many boms, elevut mills, sod om 
ohta«h, were dssttc^ed. Ships wwe in resdiaew 
to conrey the poaecnted A<»diaiis t» difibrrat 
paitB oi the GoirtuKnt,— to Latdnane, to Frendi 
Qviaaa in Sooth America, and to distant ^aoee in 
the then British Pmrinces on the Atlanti& 

These people had been remarkaUe fbr tfaeir 
indnstiy, their skilfiil hufibandrj, tlieir pure 
BUWaK and their ^Kemptary piety. Their loads 
produced wheat and oun, potatoes, and flax, 
abundantly. Their hoDMH w«ie oi»T»9iG«t, and 
fbrnjsh«d with all thin;^ neocesory te ■eenAri, 
That numaMMa toekt oibided the wool which 
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was roannbctured In the bmily for their clothing: 
they had no paper money, and little niver or gold, 
and lived by nmple exchange of oonunoditiec. So 
littile contention arose among them, that cotirtH 
and lawyers were needless : the wise and experi- 
enced decided their small difibiences. They were 
CadioUos ; the priests drew up' their public acts, 
wrote their wills, and kept possession of the 
docnments, nntil death called for tike execution of 
them. To requite these services, the inhabitants 
allowed them one twenty-seventh of (he harvest 
for thdr sobsiBtenoe. 

At the time of the diapereioa, tlie Acttdians 
were 18,000 in nmnber. No want existed among 
tliem; the poor were few, Bnd the prospravis 
eheerftaUy supported those. These onfbrtnnate 
people were the victima of their own integrity. 
Had they taken the oath which demanded of 
them to violate their beet affections, they might 
have retained their honses, their fields, and their 
flock* i their good fbdings demanded only the 
imiooent liberty of nentrolity. 

In September, 17U, Cokmel Winalow, an officer 
unally reaident at Mairiifleld, Plyatonth. Conn^, 
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UtwsachuBWtta, wm sentwitJi the Xing's Conunk- 
lion to demoliih Uie property of the neutrals, and 
to e^el thetOf witfaovt exertion, bom the pro- 
vince. CdUmel Wiiulow deeply regretted that he 
shcnld be «mpl<7ed in thi« anel iendce. He 
knew, BO ho «ud, that they vere of " the same 
specieB" with hinuelf, and "it was dlBogreeable 
to hia Duko wad temper" to inflict pain. His first 
measure, on landing at Grand Pre, was to make 
priBMien of eeveral hundreda ot the most cooii- 
derable of the man (J the Mtd^oent. " In oonse- 
qnenoe of thdr eameat eabreodea, (he priaonera 
wen {Komitted, ten at onoe, to return to visit 
their wtfittbxA fiimiliee, and to look, fbr the last 
time, npon Qieir beaotifiil fields, and their loved 
and lort homea." 

ThsM unhappy men bca« their miifortime with 
ftrmnanfi] ontil they were ordered on board the 
traiuport ship, many to be diapereed unimg people 
in {he BritiA provinoea, whose enattmu, language' 
and religion, were opposed to all they held dear 
andMumd. 

On the Iflth of September, the prisoners were 
drawn vg nx. deep; and the young men. one 
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hundred and axty in nnmlier, v^e ordered to go 
on board the T^aels. They reftised to do this, nn- 
tcHs their fiuDiliea might be permitted to acoom- 
pany them : this was denied, and the soldiers were 
ordered to do their duty. The wi«tcbed Acadians 
no longer resisted, bnt marched from the chapel 
of Grand Pre to the ships. 

The TDod from the chapel to the shore, just one 
mile in length, was crowded with women and 
children, who, on their knecR, and with eyes and 
hands 'raised to heaven, entreated blessings on 
tltcir yonng Mends, so nnmercifiiUy torn from 
them. Some of the latter broke out into bitter 
lamentations ; others prayed alond ; and another 
portion sang monmM hymns, as Uiey took their 
way to the ships. The seniors formed another 
detathment, and their departnre occasioned a 
similar scene of distress. Other Tessels arrived, 
and their wives and children followed. Their 
dwellings were burnt before their eyes, and tho 
work of destruction was complete. Eighteen 
thousand souls were cost forth npon the pitiless 
world. Desolate and depopulated was the beauti' 
ful tract tlicT had occupied: their homes lay 
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smoking in rtaia ; the cattle, abandoned by their 
protectws asBembled ahoat the forsaken ^mlUng- 
jiloees, anzioaaly Kekiiig their w^rnted marten ; 
nnd all n^ht long, the &ithfiil watch-dogs howled 
ftar the hands that had fed, and the iwA that had 
sheltered them. 

The distress of one &milf will serve to ezhilnt 
the BufibringB of these reftigeea. latere whs 
among them a notary-public, named Bene Le 
Blanc He lored the Kn gHab . On one occasion, 
the Indians would huve persuaded him to asOBt 
them, in an attempt upon the English. Ho re- 
ftised ; and the Indians, in resentment, mode hi in 
prisoner, and detained him fonr years. 

At the time of the ezpnhdon, Le Blano was 
Uving at an advanced age. His fidelity to the 
English, and his sofTerings on that account, de- 
eerred &Toar, bat he fonnd none. Le Blanc had 
twenty children, and about one hondred and fifty 
grandchildren : these were embarked in different 
vessels, and scattered in difierent prorinces. The 
unfortunate old man was set ashore in New York, 
with his wife, and the two yonngeat of their 
children. Love for those that were scattered, led
